TuK Prison C onimissionors of Kentucky are 
shaking hands with themselves over the fact 
that they have just farmed out OoU convic ts for 
a term of four years at 85 cents per man per 
day. These convicts are to be employed by a 
big shoe manufacturing concern, thus coming 
in direct competition with skilled mechanics. 
What the shoemakers and other honest workmen 
think of the deal remains to be answered at the 
polls when another Legislature is to be elected. 
Theproper place to work convictsis on thejuiblic 
highways. Then the people of the whole state 
will receive some benefit; to "lease" them to 
prirate firms engaged in manufacturing, is 
gross injustice to the workmen whose trade is 
affected. Let us have a Legislature with sense 
enough and nerve enougli t(» pass a law putting 
^e convicts at work on the puMic roads. 



Socialism does not seem to be particularly 
fortunate in the enemies that it makes. It 
strikes at religion, *at the institution of mar- 
riage,^at the right of private property. And 
at every l)low it makes new enemies. Its ap- 
peal to ono\)f the lowest human j)a8sions, envy, 
is a jiolitical asset of con8ideral)le practical 
value, but the opposition that it is called upon 
to overcome seems overwhelmingly bulky in 
comparison. 

A CoNr.RKssioNAL Committee is considering 
a proposition to change the design of the Hinall 
bronze cent now in circulation in the I'liiteil 
States. The j)resent design was adopted hy 
Congress in lN«i4, and the plan now under con- 
sideration looks to the use of a nt;w metal, 
either pure nii-kel or ahiminum to take the 
place of that now in use, which is !t.V; copper 
and Tt'^; /inc. Not only is there a contemplated 
change in the design of the cent, but this is only 
the outcome of an Mgitation in f.ivor of a new 
design for I'nited States coins of all decomi* 
nations. Some numismatists claim that never 
in the history of the country has it been repre- 
sented by a less artistic set of coins than now. 
Since 1793, when the first cent was issued at 
the Mint, down to the present day, there has 
been no less than 1,000 different master dies for 
the cent, and this despite the fact that in the 
last 43 years there has been no alteration in the 
design. There was not a really handsome head 
worn by any cent issued after 1809, each sue* 
ceeding year bringing forth a more indifferent 
design than its predecessor. The first pattern 
cent struck in copper was issued in 1792, when 
the Mint tamed out a few pattern coins before 
commencing the regular coinage. Pattern cen ts 
have been made by the Mint nearly every year, 
but the coinage of these has been rarely author 
ized. Of recent years very few pattern cent 
dies have been made, though quite a number of 
cents were struck at the Mints from the regular 
dies in various metals other than those ordinarily 
used.
